THE ENGLISH SLVVK CIRCULAR. 


From the Cornish Telegraph we 


learn that the new slave circular is- 
sued by the Government is creating 


excitement 
throughout the 


whole of England. Public meetings 
and demonstrations in the Parks 
have again been called, and a storm 
ia gathering over the heads of Her 
Majesty's Government. 
The with- 


drawal of the former slave circular, 
which had created so remarkable an 
outburst of public 'feeling, was ac- 
oepted as a decisive settlement of the 
matter. It is supposed that the Brit- 
ish flag would remaim as ever the 
pledge of liberty, and that the fugi- 
tive slave, seeking its protection, 
would have no difficulties thrown in 
his way by the representatives and 
public servants of a country which 
baa aworn to help the slave. But in 
spite of the imperative demand of the 
whole nation that this should be so, 
the Government has issued another 
circular which is little better than 
the former. 
Its language is more 


guarded; its provisions less obnox- 
ious, but it is, in no sense, an inter- 
pretation of the national feeling or 
will in this matter; and on all sides 
the press is loud in its condemnation. 


.The London Standard does not 


' doubt the result of the attack on the 
Government in regard to the Slavery 
Circular. If the Opposition like the 
Birmingham speakers charged the 
Government with pro-slavery pro- 
clivities, their policy is to argue tint 
the issue of the Circular was a mis- 
take, and that, at last, gave up the 
dignity of the flag. 


The London News says it may turn 


'out that the authors of the Fugitive 
Slave Circular have, after all, done 
good service in calling attention to 
the question, and so for causing an 
adjustment more in harmony with 
the feelings and reason of the age. 


The London Times characterizes it 


as contrary to English policy and 
law for many generations and "fav- 
orable rather to servitude than lib 
erty." The Birmingham Liberal As- 
sociation have already called on tbe 
Mayor to summon a public meeting. 
The resolutions of their meeting are 
worthy of notice, as convoying a criti- 
cism of the Circular which will be 
fully echoed by all who study it. It 
was resolved: 


That the new Fugitive Slave Circu- 
lar by the Government is, in its pro- 
visions, contrary to English feeling, 
an«l as much opposed to humau free- 
dom as that which, in obedience to 
the indignant protest of the country, 
was recently withdrawn, inasmuch 
that,—First, it limits the right of 
refuge of escaped slaves in such a 
manner as practically to destroy it. 
Secondly, it imposes upon English 
officers the disgraceful task of for- 
daking those fugitives who have ob- 
tained temporary refuge in British 
ships, and of leaving them to the 
mercy of 
the slave-owners, from 


whom they have escaped. Thirdly, 
thtit it st>t» up, as something which 
England is to recognise and acknowl- 
edge as a law, ttie institution of 
human slavery, which the conscience 
of the nation holds to be a crime. 


The Cornish Telegraph is bold and 


outspoken in its denunciation of the 
official document. It says:

Though there is not the slightest 
relation between the two, there will 
bo in the public mind an association 
between the recent disasters in naval 
affairs and this official blundering. 
Just now, everything that relates 
to English ships of war is un- 
popular. 
The country has a sore 


feeling which cannot be wondered at 
when all the events of the last year 
down to the burning of two training 
ships, but a few days ago. are con- 
sidered.

this will not be without its influence 
on the action that will 
throughout the country.

Senator Jone* on lle«umptlon.

Senator Jones, of Nevada, has al 
ready made himself famous as a 
speech maker by striking the bed 
rock of eloquence on the hard money 
question. He will soon introduce a

points that constitute his ideas of 
specie resumption. He thinks that 
the United States is obliged to reach 
a coin basis as soon as possible, aud 
he proposes to uiake the introduction 
of silver as currency—an immediate 
stage between paper aud gold coin. 
This he calls one long stride toward 
resumption. 
This he proposes by 


removing the 
legal tender limit, 


which is now 85, from silver, and 
making it a legal tender, the same as 
giveubauks are. He wants a dollar to 
be kuown as 


THE "HOME DOLLAR," 


Which, he says, will circulate here 
and in South America, the West In- 
dies and Mexico, the same as the 
trade dollar has circulated in China 
and Japan, an'd the same as gold 
coin. 


He takes the ground that the tele- 


graph and the railroad, having done 
away with stage coaches and slow 
mails, have made it easier now to 
transport silver as an actual precious 
metal in exchange than it was thirty 
years ago to transport gold. For the 
larger transactions he wants silver 
bullion used, which bullion shall be 
assayed and marked with the Gov- 
ernment stamp to show its standard 
weight and fineness, aud certificates 
issued representing the value of the 
bullion deposited, the same as gold 
note of tho gold bank represents 
gold. He says that during the recent 
panic in California silver caine for- 
ward, aud the jingle of the dollar 
and the half and the quarter was 
pleasant to the poor man s ear; that 
the people do not like to carry gold 
dollars that will be lost in the corner 
of the vest pocket. He

In coming to specie resumption, but
